OF THE RELIEF WORK AT SEA ISLAND. 


Thousand* of Starving People Scattered 


Over Hundred* of Square Miles 


of Territory—Far Worse Than 


the Johnstown Horror. 


WABHIN9TON, Oct O.—Miss Clara Bar- 


ton has made official report to the ex- 
ecutive officers of the Red Cross of the 
progress of the relief movement under- 
taken by the association at the request 
of the governor and state officers in 
South Carolina. Miss Barton says: 
"After carefully surveying the ground 
over for two weeks and fully investi- 
gating the needs of the suffering peo- 
ple and the resources of the local com- 
mittees, we have come to the conclu- 
sion that it is the duty of the Red 
Cross to«comply 
with 
the gov- 


ernor's request 
and take 
respon- 


sible charge of the "Sea Islands 
relief." This without doubt will de- 
volve upon us the heaviest and longest- 
continued work yet carried on in this 
country. With winter approaching, 
with all crops destroyed over a space 
of forty by 100 miles in extent, with 
80,000 inhabitants, one-fourth of them 
homeless; houses, cattle, fowls, tools 
and all accumulation swept into the 
sea; then- little boats, which would en- 
able them to fish, also swept away, and 
eight months of this destitution to 
face, the situation is indeed serious. 
It is not alone charitable work; it is 
sharp business work that is called for. 


"All the 'funds and material which 


the committees have to turn over to us 
will not carry the people through the 
month of October, and that is by for 
the best month they will see before 
next May. They can now glean a lit- 
tle from the ground; the weather is 
warm, and «ven without their houses 
th.ey do not suffer for lack of shelter. 
But 
November will begin to nip 


them, 
and 
then 
follows 
the 


long winter months, with nothing 
to depend upon but the little chari- 
ties of an already depressed people. 
There is no work here, and no prospect 
of any that will empldf any of the 
men. 
They need at once tools, hatch- 


ets,-saws and nails to fit up their 
broken houses and build their boats in 
order to enable them to fish. It is not 
probable that meat can be issued to 
them much longer, liomiuy will be 
about all they can have, and they will 
need the fish with it. 


"It is a harder field than Johnstown; 


more people to care for; more destitute 
and helpless; spread over hundreds of 
square miles of territory; cut up by 
streams from ocean ske to rivulets; 
subject to tides and full of malarial 
fever. At Johnstown there were 96,- 
000,000 to back up the work; this pres- 


it work, all told to-day, could not 


show 138,000 in funds."

JUDGE LONG'S PENSION. 


Ha Be*ks to Mandamus th* Oommls- 


sloncr of Pension* to Compel 


Him to Pay It. 


WABHINOTOIC, Dot 6.—The petition 


raised Wednesday Ire Judge Charles D. 
LOOK, of Detroit, Mioh., a member of 
the Michigan supremo oonrMor a man- 
damus upon the commissioner of pen- 
sions to compel him to pay a pension 
illegally saspended, states that on 
September M last, he was informed by 
the pension agent at Detroit that pay- 
ments on his claim had becii sus- 
pended "pending special medical ex- 
amination to determine his present de- 
gree of disability" 


He flonien that he ever received no- 


tice of this suspension other than as 
stated, although he was once ordered 
to report to the examining board at 
Detroit. 


Judge Long then states 'that he be- 


lieves this order was not made by the 
secretary of the interior, who is em- 
powered by section 4738, Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States, to strike 
from the pension rolls names put 
thereon by fradulent representations. 
But even this cannot be done, he main- 
tains in his petition, without due no- 
tice to the pensioner, who shall have 
full opportunity to be heard. 


Judge Long further objects that such 


a proceeding ia in violation of the fifth 
amendment of the constitution, which 
provides that no citizen shall be de- 
prived of "life, liberty or property 
without due process of law." His pen- 
sion, he claims, is valuable property, 
of which he has been deprived without 
such process. 


Speaking of the case which is to 


come on for hearing on the IDth inst. 
Commissioner Lochren says: "As to 
the question rained whether the com- 
missioner has the power to suspend a 
pension, I will say that the rule is not 
a new one, as has been charged against 
Judge Smith and myself in the news- 
papers. It is an old rule, and has been 
in practice in the bureau from the be- 
ginning. The ground is taken that 
the action is contrary to the constitu- 
tion in depriving a man of his life, 
liber^ or property," etc. 


NOW'B pension is not property until 


the pensioner gets the money. The 
mere privilege of drawing a pension 
does not constitute property. If it is 
property right, even congress could 
not interfere with it, and yet nobody 
would question for a minute that con- 
gress can repeal all the pension laws, 
if desired. Particular stress appean 
to be laid on the word withdraw. Sus- 
pension is merely holding payment; 
withdrawing is taking it away. Sus- 
Mmbion of pensions is merely a precau- 
•ionary measure. If, on inquiry, the 
>erson is found to be entitled to hit 
tension he gets it in full; if not, the 
rovernment i» protected during that

ined. He Is a lawyer himself and a 
very able one.

have seized the British bark Norma, 
which arrived at Rio from Cardiff on 
August as with 3,500 tons of coal. 
The 


coal is supposed to have beeu trans- 
ferred to Admiral MMlo's squadron. 
Part of the coal was consigned to the 
Brazilian government. The rest was 
carried for private speculation.

The Blr, Bluff Lagger Commander, th« 


Hero of the Hour. 


NBW ORLEANS, Oct. 6.—The hero ol 


the hour around the French market is 
Capt. Rudolph Terrebonne, the big, 
bluff commander of the lugger "Good 
Mother." He is being lionized by his 
countrymen, and from what is said of 
Capt. Terrebonne by those refugees 
from Chenier, he deserves all of the 
praise and credit that is accorded him. 
Capt. Terrebonne, during the hardest 
of the cyclone, risked his life halt a 
dozen times in savinff the lives ol 
men, 
women and children who were 


unable to help thcnwelves. While 
the storm was at its fury the house 
Capt. Terrebonne 
occupied began 


rocking to and fro. There was two 
feet of water on the ground. Never- 
theless the captain caught hold of his 
wife and one child, while his 17-year- 
old son seized another of the children, 
and they left the house. Capt. Terre- 
bonne weighs 3BO pounds and is power- 
fully built, but it took all of his 
strength to keep from blowing away. 
Some distance from his house was a 
two-story house and to this place the 
captain made his way with his family 
In the house he found several children 
crouching in fear on the floor. Th« 
captain then left in search of those in 
need of assistance. On every hand hs 
found them. He would convey them 
back to the house where his farnilj 
was. He continued this for over an 
hour, and during that time managed 
to save sixty-four people, who wen 
on the point of giving up when 
he 
came to their 
aid. After th« 


sixty-four people had 
been safely 


landed in the lower portion of thq 
house, the building begun to sway tu 
and fro. Those in the house became 
panic-btricken and would have dashed 
out into the storm had not the captain 
placed his burly form in the doorway 
and prevented them. 
He requested 


everybody to go upstairs, knowing that 
if the house went in those on the sec 
ond floor would have a better chance of 
escape than people on the ground floor, 
who would be crushed to death 
by falling < timbers. 
All but 
three 


obeyed the captain's orders. As soon 
as the majority reached the upper 
floor the building collapsed. 
Tha 


sixty-two people on the second ftooi 
escaped injury while the people below 
were crushed to death 
The second 


floor sank down and rested on the de> 
bris of the ground floor. Everybody 
held onto the timbers nnd were pre> 
vented from blowing away. The six- 
ty-two people remained in this situa- 
tion until daylight when the wind 
lulled. Capt. Terrebonne lost a sister, 
who was drowned.

RAILROAD STATISTICS. 


Report ol the Interstate Commerce Oom. 


mission for 1892. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 0.—The fifth sta- 


tistical report of the interstate com- 
merce commission for the year ended 
June 30, 1802, has just been submit- 
ted. 
The total railway mileage of the 


country was 171,603.58 miles, being 
an increase 
during the 
year of 


3,160.7$ 
miles, 
the 
smallest 
in- 


crease 
for a 
number 
of 
years. 


The railways 
which 
during 
the 


year were added to the r,la«s of 
railways operating a mileage in excess 
of 1,000 miles are the Philadelphia & 
Reading railroad, the Atlantic Coast 
Line association, and the Dnion Pacific, 
Denver and Gulf railroad. The total 
number of employes in the service of 
railways was 831,415, being an increase 
of 87,180 over the previous year. The 
capitalization of the 103,367.30 miles 
covered by the report was $10,226,748,- 
134. 


The total number of passengers car- 


ried by the railways during the year 
was 500,958,211. The gross earnings 
from operation of railways were H,- 
171,407,343. 
The operating expenses 


were »780,907,II9«. 


The number ol railway employes 


killed was 2,554, being less than the 
number killed during the previous 
year. The number of employes in- 
jured, however, was in excess ot the 
number injured during the previous 
year,,being 38,267. The number of pas- 
sengers killed was largely in excess of 
the number killed during the previous 
year, being 370 in 1898, on against 393 
in 1891; while the number of passen- 
gers injured was 3,237 in 1N92, al 
against 2,973 in 1891. 


SPAIN'S POLICY IN NORTH AFRIO 


The Work on the Forts to be Vlirorously 


Prosecuted—Reparation to 


be Demanded. 


MADRID, Oct. 5.—The Spanish minis- 


ter of foreign affairs received the Brit- 
ish, French, German, Italian and Bel- 
gian ministers yesterday afternoon to 
explain to them the plicy of Spain in 
North Africa. 
While purposing to 


maintain the status quo in Africa, he 
said, Spain would push forward vigor- 
ously the work on her forts in North 
Africa, and would chastise severely 
every attempt of Moorish aggressors to 
drive her from the coast. 
DThrough her minister Spain has de- 
manded full reparation for the outrage 
at Mclilli. She had 'sent out to the 
Moorish coast only the troops and sup- 
plies necessary to enforce these de- 
mands. Her future course of action 
would depend upon the attitude of the 
Moors toward her claims. 


Capt.-Oen. Martinez de Campos is op- 


posed to any plan of punishment in- 
volving a regular military campaign. 
Such a campaign would not only pre- 
vent the proposed decrease of the army 
decided upon for. reasons of economy, 
but would cost a large lump sum be- 
sides many lives. The result would un- 
doubtedly aggravate the general dig- 
content already raised to the danger 
point by the increase of taxation and 
the abolition of provincial sinecures. 


Peaoe in Argentina. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 0.—The secretary 


of state has received a cable dispatch 


, from Fishback, secretary of the United 


States legation in the Argentine Re- 
public, stating that the revolution has 
ended and the country is in a state of 
peace. This confirms, the dispatches 
previously received by the Argentine 
minister. ^

The Dire Work of the Elements at Mis- 


sissippi City and at Other PUces 


Along the Cosst, Graphically 


Described. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 0.—The first load 


of passengers on the Louisville & Nash- 
ville road got in last night from the 
coast on n small boat which made the 
trip from Bay St. Louis. This boat 
also brought on accbunt of the storm, 
which had been delayed, there being 
no possible way of their reaching New 
Orleans. The following is from a cor- 
respondent at Mississippi City: 


"The waters of the gulf came up 


higher than was ever known. They 
washed down the fences which fronted 
the residences on the beach and by 
their force formed a bluff of from two 
to three feet high, about thirty yards 
from the piazzas of the cottages. The 
waves dashed up against the bluff thus 
formed 
and 
presented 
a terrible 


sight 
in 
the 
dawn, 
and 
the 


spray was 
dashed forcibly against 


the 
buildings. 
From 
Henderson's 


point on the south to Buys on the 
north, not a vestige of a wharf or a 
boat house can be seen. All have been 
swallowed up by the waves, and the 
wind, when it shifted to the north, car- 
ried the fragments out into the gulf. 
Miles of fences have thus been de- 
stroyed. The cottage of Gen. Charles 
E. Smcdes was badly wrecked. The 
large cluster of wharves and boat 
houses in front of the cottages owned 
by the Tovers, Santana, Wagalha, Rat- 
to, Seeinan, Astredoatgraffiginia and 
Harvoys have all been swept away into 
an intricate pile of lumber near the 
end of Railroad avenue. Not a front 
fence is standing in this cluster, and 
the side fences are badly damaged. 
The beach has been washed away, and 
the bluff near the water is not twenty 
yards from the front doorsteps. All 
the large trees have been blown down. 
Hundreds of weed ducks are in the 
woods, blown there by the gale. The 
beach is strewn with exhausted sea 
gulls, blown in from the island. 


"The mail rider from Hansboro re- 


ports the Bayou Boynard as being high 
and the road almost impassable for wa- 
ter, blown-down fences, and the debris 
of trees. The shells have been washed 
away and the site is covered with 
broken branches, timber, logs and 
other debris, and it is difficult for 
even a 
foot passenger 
to 
make 


his way along. 
Beach residents say 


the 
tide 
came 
in 
very 
swiftly 


in large rollers, and when they struck 
the bluff formed by the washing away 
of the sand they broke and dashed the 
spray far inland. The storm of 1861 
pales in comparison to this one. Oak 
leaves torn from the trees and plas- 
tered by the wind against the wet sides 
of the white cottages look like so many 
green daubs ot paint." 
— 


There arc several oyster schooners 


from here out on the reef, and consid- 
erable anxiety is felt for their crews. 
People who have struggled in from 
Hansboro, report considerable damage 
done to the mills of Messrs, Linehardt 
and Tiddle, and the same condition of 
affairs with the fences and uprooted 
trees that exists here. 


Up the beach the disaster appeared 


to be widespread. Here and thera 
large piles of lumber, as though piled 
by hand, which consisted of remnants 
of oyster and bath houses, oyster skin's, 
oyster buckets and other parapher- 
nalia, were scattered about Debris, 
which was recognized as having come 
from 
Beauvoir, was washed up to 


Handsboro. 


The public road across the bayou as 


far of the eye can see is a mass of 
debris and lumber. The roads, which 
are built of sawdust, are sadly washed 
into gullies, and big sawdust piles 
which have been accumulating for 
years near the mills have been under- 
mined, roeined and holknved out, and 
look like huge bowlders lying around. 


Parties who have reached here from 


the Palmer camp grounds, fourteen 
miles north, report that the gales 
struck them Sunday, b^t while it cre- 
ated considerable canstffnatlon no one 
was injured. In several places they 
had to swim their horses to reach the 
beach. 
Marco 
Nicovitch and his 


brother-in-law, of this place, were oat 
on the reef, and it is feared they are 
lost. The freight train which was 
last seen to cross the Bay St. Louis 
bridge early Monday morning was 
sidetracked here until Wednesday eve- 
ning, when it left for Biloxi. The 
.freight from Mobile due in the city on 
Monday morning is sidetracked at 
Longbeach. All through the upper 
part of this section as far as heard 
from destruction is general and great, 
but no lives were reported lost.

A Bridge Burned. 


WASHINGTON, 
Pa., Oct. 6.—Tha 


county bridge across the creek near 
Zedier's station, on the Baltimore & 
Ohio railway, was destroyed by flre 
yesterday morning. Several hundred 
yards of fencing were also burned. A 
large oil tank, filled with oil, belong- 
ing to the Standard Oil Co., narrowly 
escaped destruction.

i SALOON TRAGEDY. 


Three Men Shot at Lovington 


by John Wadwood. 


Perry Heynolds in a OriUoal Con- 


dition—A Bhotgnn wan 


the Weapon 


The town of Loringtoo in the edge o 


aoultrie oonnty, 22 mile* eontneaat of 
Deoatur, on the Pecria division ot the 
Tandalia road, was thrown into a state 
of wild excitement last evening by a 
tragedy m Perry Reynolds' saloon, which 
• located on one ot tbe principal street* 
ot the place. John Wadwood walked 
nto the ealoon with a donbie-barnllsd 
shotgun, and after exchanging a tew 
words pointed the gnn at Reynolds, who 
waa standing behind the bar, and find a 
oad at him at a distance ot leas than 
time feet. The load struck Beynolds in 
he right side and right arm, and be fell 
o the floor. Ben Diokson, the bar- 
keeper, was a tew feet north ot Reynolds' 
and as the load in tbe second barrel waa 
Ired he got a portion ot the shot in his 
eft side and face, one shot patting ont 
he sight ot his left eye. William Diok- 
son, father of Ben, waa standing at the 
end of the bar with both banda resting 
on the counter. He got a lot of tbe 
scattering shot in his right band. 


After discharging the gun, Wadwood 
urned and walked out to be arrested 
shortly after by Officer Dawson, who 
took him to Sullivan and pnt him in jail. 


At tbe time ot tbe shooting the saloon 
'as nearly filled with broom corn cutters 


who bad just received their pay. The 
Irat discharge ot the gnn caused every 
tody to scatter and all got ont except 
he three wounded men. They were at- 
tended by Dr. Smith and Dr. Donovan, 
who say that Beynolds is in a very 
critical condition. 


The only known oause for the shooting 


was. Reynolds'retnea! to give liquor to 
Wadwood. He had been refused several 
limes at tbe bar, and he bad resolved to 
kill the saloon-keeper. As early in tbe 
day as neon Wadwood had said to a 
Mend: "Came and set 'em up. Yon 
may never get to treat me again." It 
was evident that he then contemplated 
trouble. Along about 4 o'clock ID the 
afternoon Wadwood went'*to Virg Cox's 
hardware etore and borrowed the shot- 
fan from Nate Williams, the clerk, say- 
ing that he was going hunting. He went 
direct to tbe Reynolds' saloon and pass- 
ing up to tbe bar he said: "Hello, John; 
let me have a drink." Mr. Beynolds im- 
mediately answered, "I can't do it," 
whereupon, without a word ot warning, 
the gnn cane up and both loads were 
discharged, one shortly after the other, 
with tbe results as stated. 


When placed nnder arrest Wadwood 


talked freely about the affair, and said 
he intended to kill Beynolds, bnt meant 
to do no harm to anyone else. 
He said 


that he was sorry that Diokson and bis 
father were hurt. 


John Wsdwood is 21 years of age and 


single. He is a son of a atookbnyer and 
a brother ot Charles Reynolds. 
John ia 


a painter, but he ia given to gambling 
and drinking. 
He has been in several 


scrapes bnt never before made a criminal 
aassnlt upon anybody. 
He may be 


called upon to stand trial tor murder, or 
at least on -a obarge of aeaanlt to murder, 
and the trial will be bad at Sullivan. 
Reynolds had repeatedly refused to credit 
Wadwood and because he did so the 
young man attempted to take bis life.

A BIG FOURJIHt, 


Serious Rioting With Fatal Remit* 


at Indlanola, 


BETWEEH SPECUL POLICE IID i 10B. 


Two of the Latter Shot, One ol Them 


Fatally, and Superintendent RUey 


.Seriously Injured by • Stone 


— Sympathisers Dismissed. 


, Ind., Oct. 5.— The ri- 


oting which has 'been in progress at 
the Big Four shops in Indlanola ever 
since last evening-, was continued in a 
desultory fashion to-day until shortly 
after 5 o'clock, when It .developed into 
a running- battle, resulting in the death 
of one man, James Pitta, and the se- 
rious injury of J. W. Elley, superin- 
tendent of the Peoria & Eastern di- 
Tision. The company 'baa six nonun- 
ion bollermakers at work in the shop, 
guarded by eight special police. Last 
evening a crowd of about 800 men and 
boys, sympathizers with the strikers, 
stoned the shops, and while all the 
rest of the specials fled, one, John 
Stokes 8rcd upon the mob and dis- 
persed it, though nobody was hurt. 


This morning the special police were 


in place again, with the exception of 
two, who refused to go on duty, and 
turned in their badges. The boiler- 
makers were also at work. When it 
became known that the police were 
back the crowd soon gathered again. 
It was composed principally of boys, 
under 20. If a guard appeared in front 
of the line of cars he was at once as- 
sailed by a shower of rocks and was 
compelod to retire beyond range. If 
he passed along "Behind the cars, the 
boys threw rocks over, or under, or be- 
tween the cars. Anything to harrass 
the specials. When they were not in 
sight the crowd was quiet. 


At 10:30 an engine backed down and 


took away the line of cars. The crowd 
accepted this as a move on the com- 
pany's part to get the boys to break 
some of the round-house windows and 
subject them* nlves to the danger of ar- 
rest. The boys were therefore care- 
ful not to strik" <'ie glass. The ears 
were soon moved back, but the two loco- 
motives were not in the line. They 
had been removed beyond the danger 
line. One or two specials would ad- 
vanoc behind the ears, and, for safe- 
ty's Siihc, stand or kneel behind the 
trucks. The boys advanced to the com- 
pany's Mne at 11 o'clock, and thus got 
within n few feet of one of the specials 
as he stooped behind the iron wheels. 
Rocks fell all around him. Suddenly 
the special pulled his revolver, stuck it 
out past the entl of the car and pulled 
the tri-recr 
The bullet struck a boy, 


Hennie Stamm, on the knuckle of one 
of the fingers of the hand that was 
hurling the rocks, and imbedded itself 
about hip high in the side of Charlie 
Taub's drug store across the street. 
Stain m hastened back among the 
crowd and was immediately surround- 
ed. As he showed his bleeding finger, 
a young man named Ellis raised his 
arms above his companions and shout- 
ed: "Men, it is too much; them devils 
is shooting boys. Who'll follow over 
and clean 'em out?" 


He started across the street, but as 


lo&s than twenty out of the 100 followed 
him he halted, and the most exciting 
incident of the morning ended. The 
specials wcra not seen again, and the 
rock-throwing ceased. 


There was go further trouble until 


5:15 o'clock, when Supt. Biley of the 
Peoria & Eastern division arrived with 
an engine and one coach to bring the 
workmen and the specials into the city. 
After they were on the train it was 
stoned by a crowd of boys but got 
away. However, it met the out-bound 
passenger train and had to back down 
to the shops again to take a siding. 
The word soon spread, and a great 
crowd assembled. Afterthe passenger 
passed the special again backed upon 
the main track and was met with a 
shower of stones and clubs. Riley 
and all the rest took refuge in the 
coach except John Stokes, special 
policeman, who stood on the rear plat- 
form and emptied his revolver into the 
crowd. One shot took fatal effect upon 
James Pitts, a Big Four fireman, 
rebiding near by, who was on his way 
home 
Immediately there was a howl 


of indignation, and stones, clubs and 
bullets were showered upon the coach 
from the crowd. The engineer and 
fireman lay on the floor of the cab, the 
throttle was opened and the train shot 
into the city. The only one hurt upon 
it was J. W. Riley, division superin- 
tendent, who was struck in the neck 
by a stone and seriously hurt. A war- 
rant is out for Stokes for murder, but 
the police have been unable to find 
him.
